An Excellent Example. 


Zpne of the national banks of New York 
bu announced tbat in tbe event ot snoh 
disturbances as will require toe services 
of the national guard on inty tbe salaries 
of certain employes who are members ol 
the militia trill not bo stopped, but will 
be paid as nsnal during tbelr absence tor 
•mb a reaion. Thii policy, U generally 
adopted, Is calculated to strengthen tbu 
forces of tbe government matetally. In 
oaie pf war or riot tbe backs and simllei 
institutions would be among the first to 
need protection, and It is fitting to good 
an example of public spirit should be 
shown In this manner. The militia force 
Is the country's first line of reserves. It is 
the substantial booking bitblnd tbe mere- 
ly skeleton organization of "a standing 
army. The hundred thousand men or 10 
composing tbe government-aided militia 
companies in tbe various states, would, 
In time of war, become immen^el? vain 
able by reason of their training In tbe use 
of arms. Tbe business Interest* nave in 
moft cases adjusted themselves to tbe 
proper theory wltb regard to this force. 
The men bave been encouraged to enter 
the rankj of the citizen-soldiery, tbelr 
membership has^not been made to In 
volve them in looses or hardships aside 
from those directly resnltloR from actual 
participation in active wrvloe. There 
should be a mlmlmum of sacrifice involv 
ed la the enlistment of a young man In 
the guard. It may be tbat many meii 
who would form admirable guardsmen 
are deterred from joining because of tba 
fear tbat their families may suffer from a 
failure of income when they are obliged 
to attend encampments or to go forward 
fur the item duties of war. The reliance 
ol the business community upon this force 
Is unmistakable. It cannot be forgotten 
that In very many cases the prompt pres- 
ence of guardsmen in time of threatened 
trouble batween the authorities and riot- 
ers has resulted in a pacific outcome. 
Millions jf dollars in property values 
bave doubtless been saved In this man- 
ner. Tbe debt of the commercial world 
t3 tbe militia is too heavy to be quickly 
estimated and the proposition of the New 
York Dink is in tbe lice of paying at least 
the Interest on this Indebtedness.

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BLANCO'S 
PROCLAMATION 


Text of the Flag of Truce Order Issued 


at Havana. 


Washington, April 11.—The Spanish minister to- 


day delivered to the state department a copy of 
Blanco's proclamation ordering a cessation of hostili- 
ties. It read: 


"His Majesty's government, yielding to the re- 


iterated wish expressed by his holiness, the Pope, has 
been pleased to decree a suspension of hostilities with 
the object of preparing and facilitating the restore 
tion of peace on this island. In virtue whereof, I be- 
lieve it convenient to order: 


•'Article I.—From the day following the receipt in 


each locality of the present proclamation, hostilities 
are ordered to be suspended in all territory of the 
Island of Cuba." 


"The details of the execution of the above article 


will be the subject of special instructions that will be 
communicated to the several commanders-in-chief 
of the army corps for their easy and prompt execu- 
tion, according to the situation and circumstances in 
the case. 
(Signed) 
Blanco." 


BLANCO'S INSULT TO LEE 


Dramatic Incidents Connected with 


the Departure of Americans 


From Havana. 


Key West, FJa., April ll.-.Tbe exit of 


General Lee from Havana Saturday even- 
Ing WM marked by dramatic incidents, 
and the old soldier evacuated his untena- 
ble petition with colors flying. 


Insults nnd booting by tbe multitude 


which crowded the streets and harbor 
front were tbe only demonstration of the 
popular feeling of hostility toward Amer- 
ica, but all bands on the Fern felt more 
comfortable than they bad in many weeks 
•tier tbe diapatoh boat bad steamed past 
Mora Castle In the wake of the Olivette 
and Baobe. General Lee drove to tbe 
palace late In the afternoon, accompanied 
only by a body guard of two detectives, 
for bis farewell cinll of ceremony to Cap- 
tain General Blanco. Ibo British consul 
was at the palace. The captain general 
deliberately offered a show of ill-will and 
discourtesy by refusing to tee General 
Lee, sending Secretary Uongo§to in his 
stead. The slight angered General Lee.

The palace was crowded with Spanish 
offleert, who toad come to see the Ameri- 
can consul genetal depart.

the physical exbauitian of oue or the other patty, or perhaps both, in a ipirit of true 
friendliness, no leu to Hpain than to tho Cubans, who have GO much to lose by a 
prolongation of the struggle, it appeared to be my duty to seek to bring about an 
Immediate end of the war. 
To this end I submitted on March 27 the result of inch 


representation and correspondence tbrongh the United States minister at Madrid, 
a proposition to the Spanish government looking to an aimlstlce until October 1 
for the negotiation of peace, with the good offices of the president. In addition I 
asked for an immediate revocation of the order of rsconcentrotion. The Spanish 
cabinet received it on the night of the Slat nlto. It offered ai a meani to bring 
about peace In Cuba to oonSne tho preparations thereof to the Insular department, 
It being understood that the powers reserved by the constitution to the central 
government were not lessened or diminished. An the Cuban parliament doeen't 
meet until May 4, the Spanish government would accept at once a suspension of 
hostilities if asked for by the insurgents from the general-ln-cbUf, with whom It 
would, in such case, determine the duration and the conditions of an armistice. 


The proposition submitted by Minister Wooiftrd and the reply of Spain were 


both in tb(s form of brief memoranda, the texts ol which aro substantially In the 
language above given. While it ie understood that the Spanish government stand* 
ready to give the fnsular congress lull powers to settle tho terms of peace with tbe 
Iniurgente, whether by direct negotiation or by means of legislation, does not op- 
pear. 


With this last overture in the direction of peace and Us cliappoicting reception, 


the executive wan brought to an end In his efforts. 


The Situation in December. 


The president quotes from bis message of December last, In which tbe alterna- 


tive of recognition of belligerency, recognition of independence, neutral interven- 
tion and tbe imposition of a compromise on tbe contestants and intervention in 
favor of ono party or the other, leaving annexation out cf the question as "crlrn 
inal aggression," are recited. He says he then held that the recognition of bellig- 
erency or Independence could not be jntlfied in the light of precedents In histoiy, 
nor could either bring relief to the situation. 
He says that events since then have 


not caused him to change his mind on those points. 
HP quotes from Freldont 


Jaokaon's message on the recognition of the independence of Texas, laying down 
the law that a revolutionary government must establish Itaelf so formally as not to 
appear to bo in danger of being conquered by a former sovereign. 


Recognition Discussed. 


President Jackson did not. believe that Texas had reached this condition of sta- 


bility and it was not nntil March 3 that Independence was recognized by President 
Van Bnren sending a representative of the United States,"after Mexico bad aban- 
doned the attempt to reconquer tbe Texas territory, and when there was nt tbe time 
no tona fide contest going on between the insurgent province and tbe former sov- 
ereign. I said in my message of December last: ''It la to be seriously considered 
whether thb Cuban insurgents possets beyond dispute the attributes of statehood 
which alone can demand recognition of belligerency in its favor." 
The same re- 


quirement must certainly be no less seriously considered when the graver Issue of 
recognition of independence is in question, for a no less positive test can be applied 
to the greater than to tho lesser, while on the other hand the Influences and conse- 
quences of the struggle, which form impoitant factors when the recognition of bel- 
ligerency Is concerned, are secondary If not rightly ellmltable factors, when the real 
question is whether the community claiming recognition Is or is not independent 
bayond peradventure. Nor from the standpoint of expedition do I think it would 
be wise or prudent for this government to recognize at the present time tho inde- 
pendence of tho so-called Cuban Republic. Snch recogition It not necessary in or 
der to enable us to intervene and pacify the island. To commit this country now 
to recognition of any paitioular government in Cuba might subject ns to emln-Bss- 
Sng conditions of international obligation toward tbe organization so recognized. 
In case of intervention our conduct would be subject ti> the approval or disapproval 
ot such governments. We would be required to submit to its direction and to as- 
game to It the mere relation of a friendly ally. When it shall appear hereafter that 
tiers is within the island a government capable of performing the duties of dis- 
charging the functions of a separate nation, and having as a matter of fact the 
proper forms and attributes of nationality, snob government can be promptly and 
readily recognised and the relations anJ Interests ot tbe United States with such 
nation adjusted. 


_ Duty of a Neutral Nation. 


The president said there remained Intervention to end the war as a neutral 


power, as] actively for one or the other party as to the former. Be pointed out 
that we bave been practically exercising friendly intervention for some months. 
All our acts tending toward the exertion of potential influance toward the ultimate 
pacific result, just and honorable to all concerned. The earnest desire has been fqr 
tbe peace and prosperity of Cuba, untarnished by differences between the United 
States and Spain, unstained by tbe blood ol American citizens. 


The president then points out that forcible Intervention as a neutral power to 


atop the war on dictates ot humanity has many historical precedents and Is justifia- 
ble on rational grounds. "It Involves hostile constraint on both parties to the con- 
test ai well as to enforce tbe truth as a guide to eventual settlement. 


Summary of the Message. 


The grounds for intervention are inmmarlzod as follows: "First, the cause of 


humanity; second, the protection of cur citizens In Cuba; third, the serious injury 
loathe commerce of our people; fourth, and wfchh is1 tho most impoitant, the pres- 
ent condition of affairs In Cuba and the constant menace to our peace, which en- 
tails on thil government an enormous expense. 


With snob a conflict waged for yearj in tbe island near ns, with which our peo- 


ple have sach large trade relations, when the lives and liberty of our citizens are in 
constant danger, their property destroyed, themselves mined; when out trading 
vessels are liable to seizure and are seized at our very door by warships of a foreign 
nation, expeditions of filibustering that We are powerless to prevent altogether, 
and irritating questions of entanglement* thus arising. All then and others I need 
not mention, with molting strained relations a constant menace to oar people to 
knp them on a oonstant semi-war footing with a nation with whioa we are it 
peaoe. 


The Maine Disaster. 


The president then nyi: " These elements of danger and disorder are sltik- 


ingly illustrated by the tragic event which deeply moved the American people." 
He says of this event, the destruction of the Maine, tbe report of the naval court of 
inquiry, which he has already sent to congress: "The detraction of that noble vet- 
*el filled tbe national heart with inexpressible horroi." The menace »ys tbe re- 
port of tbe Maine court that the vessel was destroyed ty a mine leans the responsi- 
bility to be fixed/but balds that in any e.v»ot "the destination of Ihs Maine, by 
whatever exterior eaote, is patent acd impressive- proof of • state of things in Cuba 
thatMs intolerable," since Spain cannot aninro ths ssfety «f a vessel of the Ameri- 
can navy in her waters on a friondly minion even.

One dual realm subsides into quiet 


and the other threatens eruption an(] 
perhaps revolution. The intestine trou- 
bles of Austro-Hnugary have been al- 
layed, if not healed, by the mingled tact 
and firmness ol tbe emperor-king. 
Forthwith the twin Scandinavian king- 
doms renew their bickerings and 
threaten something worse. 
A joint 


committee representing both has for 
some 
time 
heen at work trying 


to devise a modus Vivendi satis- 
factory to both. It has new ended 
ts deliberations in failure and de- 
spair. The fatal issue was the direc- 
tion of foreign affairs. 
The Swedish 


representatives and the Norwegian rep- 
resentatives readily agreed to the plan 
of having a single foreign ministry for 
xith kingdoms, but the Norwegian rad- 
eals dissented and insisted upon a sep- 
arate foreign ministry, and, of course, 
separate diplomatic and consular serv- 
ice for each. There is no reason to sup- 
pose that Sweden will ever consent to 
that arrangement,, nor that the 
Nor- 


wegian radicals will be content with, 
anything short of it; nnd the radicals 
•re, as a rule, the dominant party In 
Norway. When it_ is added that as a 
result of this disagreement, which has 
for some time been foreseen, both king- 
doms arc putting their armies and 
navies into -warlike trim the serious- 
ness of the situation is apparent. 


The secret of the trouble is that the 


Norwegians are at heart, and, indeed, 
aalf of them avowedly, republicans, 
and would like to throw off the crown 
altogether aiul establish a republic. 
Moreover, they have the same pride In 
their own strength and the same con- 
tempt for the "soft Danes and Swedes" 
that Kin<r Olaf cherished, to hig disag-

Ceremony was Performed at 9.30 


O'clock by Rev. Bedford-Jones

for Chicago. 


Has Tendered His Services to Sur 


geon General. 


Dr. J. S'King in answer to a cal 


from the Surgeon General of the Wash 
ington district R. A. U. S. A., for sur 
geons who have passed through a siege 
of yellow fever and have experienced an 
attack of the fover, has tendered his ser 
vices in case c* war with Spain. Dr 
King decided on Saturday afternoon t 
offer his services in response to this 
call and immediately 'vrrote a letter to 
the Surgeon General sending his army 
record as a surgeon and offering his ser 
vices, should there be an occasion for 
them. Dr. King is certainly equippec 
in the beet possible manner to serve in 
just such an emergency as this. He 
passed the examination before the gen 
oral army board in 1863, and .was com- 
missioned a surgeon in charge of the 
regiment, but before he was mustered in 
the service he received a letter appoint- 
ing him acting assistant surgeon uncle 
J. H. Bousher, of the 17th 
Regimen 


Miss. Infantry, at Vickeburg. He was 
transferred from this regiment to the 
30th Regiment Ind, Infantry, and was 
stationed for a time at Memphis am 
other southern 
cities. 
During thii 


time he also had charge of the 4th Bat 
talion Tennessee cavalry. Ho was re 
lisved of duty by Maj. S. A. Hurlbut 
and under Gen. McPherson placed in 
charge of the U. S. Hospital at Natchez, 
ID the officers' department. He was also 
appointed a member and secretary ol 
the board of health at Natchez, and was
